Canadian astronaut Chris Hadfield 
is preparing to launch into space 
next year, but somehow he found 
time to speak to a group of high 
school students yesterday. 

Hadfield will be the first Cana¬ 
dian commander of the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station after he blasts 
off in a Soyuz spacecraft for a six- 
month mission in November 
2012. 

“Settingup to come (to Halifax) 
has been a year in the making and 
being able to fit it into my sched¬ 
ule ... these are veiy rare,” he said 
in an interview. 

Besides a presentation to hun¬ 
dreds of students at J.L. Ilsley High 
School yesterday, Hadfield also vis¬ 
ited Dalhousie University and the 
Discovery Centre. 

“Just to tell people what we’re 
up to. It’s an interesting business 
and Canada’s in the thick of it,” 
he said. 

At J.L. Ilsley, Hadfield gave a 
brief presentation of the history 
and future of space travel before 
answering students’ questions. He 
explained, from a first-person 
account, the effects of zero gravi¬ 
ty on the human body and what it 
feels like to crash back down on

Earth (in a word: “brutal”). 

Spacewalking is the “coolest 
thing ever,” and everything, 
including the birth of his children, 
pales in comparison, he said. 

He described the International 
Space Station as a giant, zero-grav¬ 
ity laboratory with 100 to 120 
experiments ongoing. The food is 
bad, Hadfield said, but he gets 
some of the best sleep in space 
because he doesn’t have to roll 
over. 

When asked where the best 
place to land is, Hadfield respond¬ 
ed, “Really, anywhere on earth is 
good.” 

He showed the students pic¬ 
tures of the latest spacecraft and 
said scientists are focusing on how 
to send astronauts to asteroids. 

“Asteroids have huge chunks of 
things (minerals) we need on 
Earth,” he said.

The job-creation opportu¬ 
nities from energy 
megaprojects are virtually 
staring us in the face, says 
Jim Prentice, the former 
federal Conservative cabi¬ 
net minister. 

Speaking at a luncheon 
yesterday of the Atlantic 
Provinces Economic Coun¬ 
cil in Halifax, Prentice, 
who left politics last year 
to take a job with CIBC, 
had some advice for gov¬ 
ernments to expedite 
those projects. 

First, he said, govern¬ 
ments must find innova¬ 
tive policy tools to support 
megaprojects, even as 
“austerity” becomes Ot¬ 
tawa’s watchword. 

As an example, he held 
up the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment’s promised loan 
guarantee for Lower 
Churchill — a $6.2-billion 
hydroelectric project 
planned by Newfound¬ 
land’s Nalcor Energy and 
Nova Scotia Power’s par¬ 
ent company Emera. 

Governments also need 
to promote energy rela¬ 
tionships with the United 
States and China. Finally, 
Prentice said governments 
must “expedite, stream¬ 
line and accelerate the 
regulatory and environ¬ 
mental-approval processes 
for megaprojects.” 

“These kinds of 
megaprojects involve a 
very complex regulatory 
and environmental 

process,” Prentice told re¬ 
porters after his speech. 
“It’s important in the con¬ 
text of megaprojects, 


which often involve corri¬ 
dors, that there be focus 
by the governments of the 
day in terms of moving 
those forward quickly.” 

One aspect of Lower 
Churchill’s complex envi¬ 
ronmental process was an 
independent study, re¬ 
leased by the Canadian 


Environmental Assess¬ 
ment Agency, that ques¬ 
tioned the economic and 
ecological benefits of the 
project for Newfound¬ 
land. The report recom¬ 
mended a new 
independent review of 
Lower Churchill before 
moving forward. 


Prentice said Nalcor 
had complied with the rec¬ 
ommendation by commis¬ 
sioning another study by 
Navigant Consulting — a 
study some critics say 
lacks independence from 
the energy utility. 

“If we are going to be 
pro-development in this 
country and create oppor¬ 
tunities for jobs ... we’re 
going to have to grapple 
with those kind of regula¬ 
tory issues and proce¬ 
dures quickly,” Prentice 
said. “And they need to be 
resolved very quickly by 
the people whom we 
elect.”

A new crime-fighting tool is 
proving itself extremely ef¬ 
fective.

The 
following Monday, Bruce 
Edward Misener, wanted 
for an alleged sexual as¬ 
sault, was arrested in 
Claresholm, Alta.

day, two other men turned 
themselves in, and police, 
acting on a tip, arrested a 
fourth man in Halifax that 
night. 

“When we’ve exhausted 
all our avenues we’ve 
turned to the public and 
we’ve been veiy successful 
either (arresting) that per¬ 
son or having that person 
turn themselves in when 
they realize we’re looking 
for them,” Palmeter said.

Man guilty in 
sex assault 


A Nova Scotia judge con¬ 
victed a man of sexual as¬ 
sault yesterday for having 
intercourse with his girl¬ 
friend after he poked holes 
in her condoms.

Fight for life ends 
for ‘Baby Joseph’ 


An Ontario boy whose 
family’s struggle to keep 
him alive despite over¬ 
whelming odds spurred an 
international end-of-life 
debate has died about four 
months before his second 
birthday, a family 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Joseph Maraachli, who 
became widely known as 
Baby Joseph, died at home 
Tuesday afternoon, accord¬ 
ing to Brother Paul O’Don¬ 
nell of St. Paul, Minn., the 
family’s spokesman and 
spiritual adviser. The boy 
was 20 months old. 

Joseph suffered from 
the progressive neurologi¬ 
cal disease Leigh Syn¬ 
drome. Earlier this year, 
doctors at London Health 
Sciences Centre in Ontario 
refused to perform a tra¬ 
cheotomy to extend his 
life, saying it was futile be¬ 
cause the disease was ter-

minal. An Ontario court 
decided doctors could re¬ 
move the child’s breathing 
tube. 

His family sought help 
from American hospitals. 
Cardinal Glennon Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital in St. Louis 
agreed to treat Joseph, and 
he was brought to St. Louis 
in March. He spent one 
month at Cardinal Glen¬ 
non. 


Legal battle 


Joseph’s story drew inter¬ 
national attention after 
doctors in Canada deter¬ 
mined that he was in a 
permanent vegetative 
state and his condition 
was deteriorating. 

► When those doctors 
decided to take him off of 
assisted breathing, 
Joseph's parents, who lost 
an 18-month-old child to 
the same disease eight 
years ago, challenged the 
hospital's finding in court 
but lost. 

“All they were really ask¬ 
ing for was to bring their 
son home, and let God de¬ 
cide when and if he should 
die, not the doctors,” 
O’Donnell said.

A sperm bank in Den¬ 
mark has announced it is 
no longer accepting dona¬ 
tions from blond- and red- 
haired men. The Cryos 
international sperm bank 
in Aarhus said their 
‘Nordic’ specimens — in¬ 
cluding 140,000 doses 
from redheads — are be¬ 
ing sold on a discount due 
to a lack of demand. 

“We have too much 
sperm from men with 
Scandinavian features, 
and relatively few cus¬ 
tomers request it, so 
we’re attempting to sell it 
at a lower price — a sale, 
if you will,” Ole Schou, di¬ 
rector of Cryos, told 
Metro. 

Sperm from dark- 
haired, brown-eyed men 
sells at the normal price, 
Schou added. “We sell out

very quickly, and we 
haven’t yet managed to 
recruit enough dark- 
haired, brown-eyed 

donors. Currently, we 
turn away all donor candi¬ 
dates with blond, dark- 
blond and red hair as well 
as blue, grey and green 
eyes. Instead, we’re look¬ 
ing for those with dark 
hair and brown eyes,” he 
said. 

He points out that the 
sperm bank does not dis¬ 
criminate against any 
race or ethnicity; he sim¬ 


ply wants to deliver the 
type of sperm the cus¬ 
tomers ask for. 

“We need to get better 
at recruiting donors of 
other ethnicities right 
here in Denmark,” Schou 
said. 

The surplus inventory 
of sperm from blond men 
is the result of being 
headquartered in Aarhus 
where male students 
from the nearby universi¬ 
ty earn money by donat¬ 
ing sperm. 

A great number of 
Cryos’ customers live in 
Spain, Italy and Greece, 
where they are not look¬ 
ing for a blond, blue-eyed 
addition to the family. 

Cryos sells sperm to 
childless couples in more 
than 65 countries around 
the world. To meet the de¬ 
mand of the market, 
Cryos has opened branch¬ 
es in New York in the 
United States and in 
Mumbai, India.

I don’t know whether it’s 
good that most of the buzz

I’m glad the league is enforcing its rule- 
book, but it feels like applauding your 
neighbourhood restaurant because they’ve 
finally dealt with the rat hair. 

Yes, the league — after decades of down¬ 
playing violence as “part of the game” — is 
now cracking down if players are reckless with an 
opponent’s braincase. 

Such is the NHL that this is considered a breakthrough. 
In case you don’t eat/breathe/sweat/secrete/expectorate 
hockey like me, here’s the deal. For years, NHL discipline 
worked like this: 

• One player attacks another, possibly with a chainsaw 
(this is a fanciful example and only happened a couple of 
times). 

• The league notes that there is no mention of a chain¬ 
saw in the ruleboolc, so its 
hands are tied. 

• The players say hockey 
is a fast game and the 
attacker probably just 
meant to use the chainsaw 
as a bludgeon.

No, what it took for the league to take action was for 
Sidney Crosby — both a Penguin and a cash cow — to be 
knocked out for most of last season.

So the league hired a new disciplinarian (former player 
Brendan Shanahan) to replace the old one (a macaque 
with a Magic 8-Ball). Shanahan swiftly handed out a huge 
eight-game suspension — your salaiy for a year, basically 
— because of a simple hit from behind. It used to be that 
an eight-game suspension probably involved an autopsy, 
at minimum. 

The league’s website even has a slick “Suspensions” sec¬ 
tion, tucked in between the highlights and the pro shop. 
This is either heartening or depressing. 

The league — which was slow to enforce hooking and 
holding penalties, to shrink goaltender’s equipment, to 
ban head shots — usually makes the right decision even¬ 
tually — but almost always one moment too late. 

A little anticipation would be nice. Or as Gretzky might 
put it, the league needs to learn to go where the screw-ups 
are going to be, not where they’ve been.

Millions of children were 
back to school a month 
ago. But not in many 
countries in sub-Saharan 
Africa, Asia or the Middle 
East. 

Around the world, al¬ 
most 70 million elemen- 
taiy-school-aged children 
— especially girls — 
don’t go to school at all. 
Millions more receive a 
poor-quality education 
and will not be able to 
read, write or count. 

Investing in basic edu¬ 
cation is one of the best 
ways to fight poverty. In 
the last decade, the num¬ 
ber of out-of-school 
primaiy-school-aged chil¬ 
dren has decreased from 
102 million to 67 million, 
with support from mech¬ 
anisms like Education for 
All - Fast Track Initiative 
(FTI). 

As more countries rec¬ 
ognize the importance of 
basic education, there 
has been an 

unprecedented demand 
for education resources 
globally. 

Canada is among the 
rich countries contribut¬ 
ing to the FTI, but is still 
not contributing its fair 
share. Thus, it is time for 
Canada to commit to a 
total of $125 million over 
three years. (Currently 
Canada’s contribution to 
the FTI is $60 million 
over five years.)

sees the Nook Color as 
jazzed-up e-reader, Amazon 
sees the Fire as a platform 
for games and movies. 

Though competing with 
the Apple iPad won't be 
easy. Apple sold 28.7 mil¬ 
lion from April 2010 to June 
2011 and is expected to ac¬ 
count for three out of four 
tablet sales this year.

next month unless it re¬ 
ceives the next bailout 
loan instalment, worth 
$10.9 billion, from other 
eurozone countries and 
the International Mone¬ 


tary Fund. 

International creditors 
have urged Greece to 
make deeper cuts in public 
sector payroll costs instead 
of raising taxes.

Seventy-five 
years ago it

Well, step aside Boris 
Karloff, because thanks to 
Stephen Gartner, the crea¬ 
ture for Neptune’s 
Frankenstein truly comes 
alive. 

“In this play the creature 
speaks a lot more than any¬ 
one would expect,” Gartner 
explained to me recently.

have the opposite effect. If 
I try to get myself pumped 
up and really prepared, I 
could psych myself out,” 
he said.

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Don’t let perennials 

O Potted perennials can survive winter but need some TLC before the cold 


DIY IDEAS 


Perennials and containers 
make a great gardening 
combination, but they will 
quickly go to pot if over¬ 
looked in the winter. 

Plant roots are vulnera¬ 
ble to freezing in contain¬ 
ers, where the soil hardens 
more than it would in the 
ground. 

Stems and branches — 
particularly those on small 
trees and shrubs — need 
protection from the deep 
chill as well as from snow 
and icy buildups. 

Containers should be 
cared for to prevent splin¬ 
tering and crumbling. 

“The most important 
thing you can do when 
overwintering container 


plants is ensure that they’re 
vigorous and established,” 
said Leonard Peny, an ex¬ 
tension horticulturist with 
the University of Vermont. 

“Young plants that you 
just pop into a pot and 
haven’t rooted yet may not 
do so well,” Periy said. “The 
healthier they are going in, 
the better their chances.” 

Perennials should sur¬ 
vive long periods of ex¬ 
treme cold if given 
pre-season care. That in¬ 
cludes: 

Feeding 

Slow-release fertilizers ap¬ 
plied before the first killing 
frosts arrive boost plant 
hardiness. Feeding should 
end once the plants go dor¬ 
mant. “With good fertility, 
you don’t have as many 
overwintering problems,” 
Periy said. 


Watering 

Soils must be moist when 
the perennials are stored 
to help protect the roots. 

Pruning 

Trim and dispose of all fo¬ 
liage after the plants go 
completely dormant. 

That keeps slugs and 
other insects from laying 
eggs in the residue, accord¬ 
ing to a Simple Sensible So¬ 
lutions brochure from 
Walters Gardens Inc. at 
Zeeland, Mich., North 
America’s largest grower of 
wholesale perennials. 

Trenching 

Bury pots — plants and all 
— for improved 
insulation. Add a layer of 
mulch. 

Unearth and return 
them to their usual sites 
the following spring. 


Covering 

Anything from evergreen 
boughs to blankets, straw 
to shredded bark can be 
used to safeguard pots and 
their contents. 

Securing a piece of bub¬ 
ble wrap or burlap around 
the pots also helps. Be 
quick to remove them once 
the weather warms. 

Storing indoors 

Move potted plants into an 
unheated garage, base¬ 
ment, greenhouse, cold 
frame or similar site that 
matches their hardiness 
zone. Make sure it’s a place 
where the temperature 
stays above freezing. 

And don’t forget rodent 
control. Mice like to cosy up 
to container plants in cold 
weather, especially those 
that include grasses.

Their 28 
Series is made by blowing glass using 
inhalation rather than exhalation to cre¬ 
ate a “controlled implosion” of the glass. 


FOCUS ON LIGHT FILTERING: The key to creating 
a mood is the way the light is filtered, 
said Arbel. Bocci’s 21 Series filters light 
through a very thin white porcelain 
shade. When shopping for lighting, pay 
attention to the way a fixture filters the 
light to create a mood.
